Texas Gov. John Connally visited 
the 25th floor of a Mormon office 
building three hours before a 
purported will of Howard Hughes 
mysteriously turned up on the 
same floor.

(Mormon) emphasized Friday; “ We 
still have no reason to believe there s 
any connection between his visit and 
the finding of the document." 


The church's security personnel are 
trying to track down how the document 
got onto the desk where it was found 
and where it has been for the past eight 
years. 
Je rry Cahill, the Mormon spokes­ 
man. insisted that Connally was in the 
building to meet with church leaders on 
a private matter and that a Hughes will 
was not discussed in the meeting. 
Cahill said the former U.S. treasury 
secretary was on the 25th floor of the 
building between I and 2 p m. Tuesday. 
Connally then went to the 19th floor. At 
4:50 p.m., a church employe found the 
envelope containing the purported will.

Cahill said that the will was found on 
the opposite side of the building from 
where Connally had been and that it 
was unlikely that church security per­ 
sonnel would try to interview Connally 
about the will turning up there. 
Cahill said Connally, a non-Mormon. 
was accompanied by two other men 


from Texas and had initiated arrange­ 
ments lur the meeting, w hich had to do 
with a projec t he was going to be 
working on. Cahill declined to elaborate 
on the nature of the project. 
Connally is a director of First City 
Baneorporation of Texas Inc., which 
has about 29 banks; First City National 
Bank of Houston is the largest. Connally 
is also a member of the law firm of 
Vinson, Elkins, Snarls, Connally and 
Smith, which has offices in the bank 
building and has historic ties to the 
bank. 
A vice president of the bank, George 
F. Neff, said earlier this week the bank

"Detente — by whatever 
name you wish to call it — 
has contributed heavily to 
our disastrously declining 
m ilitary position," Graham 
said.

When the last cam p aig n 
rally has been held it’s time for 
the decision-m akers to have 
theirs. 
Texans will vote Saturday in 
their first 
presidential 
pre­ 
ferential primary. Voters who 
may be confused merely need 
to look at the ballots when they 
go to the polls. There is always 
a sample ballot posted outside 
the polls. Instructions are sim ­ 
ple. 
D em ocrats will vote for 
delegates representing one of 
four candidates (or non-candi­ 
dates, as the case may be). 
Each voter should vote for all 
delegates listed for his or her 
candidate. 
The delegate’s name is list­ 
ed as “ delegate for” each can­ 
didate. 
It is sim ple but it is a 
first-time experience for Tex­ 
as. 
The sam e procedure holds 
for Republicans except there 
are delegates for only two can­ 
didates. 
There are five questions on 
the Republican ballot, also, but 
they are m erely an opinion 
poll. They concern: 
Legislation to deny bail for 
repeat felons aw aiting trial, 
mandatory, non-parolable sen­ 
tences for use of deadly wea­ 
pons, admission of oral confes­ 
sions in crim inal trials, elec­ 
tronic surveillance against or­ 
ganized crime, and prohibition 


of forced busing to achieve ra­ 
cial balance in schools.

.lots is sim ilar to other elec­ 
tions, where voters make their 
candidate selections for the lo­ 
cal, state and national office.

Chrome ore goes political 
and part o f a puzzling policy 


Chrome ore has become a 
political import in the U. S. 
The C om m erce D e p a rt­ 
m e n t’s S tatistical A b stract 
shows IOO per cent of this 
country’s “ new su p p ly ” of 
chrom e is im ported. T h at 
m eans dom estic production 
doesn’t keep up with demand. 
The two major sources for * 
chrom e ore are the Soviet 
Union and Rhodesia. 
The U nited N ations im ­ 
posed a trade ban on Rhodesia 
— and the U. S. voted for it. 
Subsequently, the C ongress 
enacted the Byrd Amendment 
that specifically allows the im ­ 
port of Rhodesian chrome. The 
Strong arg u m en t behind the 
amendment was price. Rhode­ 
sian chrome ore is much less 
expensive. 
Another argum ent for the 
amendment was that if the U. 
S. policy is to import from na­ 
tions whose governm ents we 
approve, there’s not much to 
choose between. The U. S. has 
full diplomatic relations with 


the Soviet Union but not with 
Rhodesia, however, and that is 
the legal argum ent about 
chrome imports. 


Boycotts don’t do much 
good, in any case, as we 
learned from the Cuban exper­ 
ience. Mexico declined to join 
the Cuban boycott, for exam­ 
ple, and it was a simple matter 
to trade with Cuba through 
Mexico. The sam e sort of 
arrangement has kept Rhode­ 
sian trade going about as well 
as ever, despite the U. N. boy­ 
cott. 


The m ore realistic a p ­ 
proach to Rhodesia is to work 
hard at breaking down the 
deeply-entrenched racial fears 
that exist. A part of that fight 
is to create as many better jobs 
as can be found, pressing for 
economic improvement along 
with racial co-existence. 


It may be that only war can 
break the barriers, but co-ex­ 
istence is worth a better effort 
than it has had.

Ford’s official secrets act 


WASHINGTON - The most 
important and likely the most 
controversial intelligence re­ 
form in the President’s pro­ 
gram is legislation proposed 
to Congress to protect intelli­ 
gence sources and methods 
by what amounts to an official 
secrets act. 


The law President Ford seeks 
would apply only to unauthorized 
disclosure of intelligence methods 
or sources by individual (such as 
CIA employes or former employes) 
who have entered a fiduciary rela­ 
tionship with the government or 
otherwise undertaken not to dis­ 
close such classified material. 
Oath 


The proposed prohibitions would 
not apply to the press, but are in­ 
tended, officials explained, to cut 
off intelligence leaks at th eir 
sources within or close to the Exe­ 
cutive Branch 
In all probability all, or certainly 
all key employes and officers of the 
federal government would be re­ 


quired to undertake on oath that 
they will not disclose material co­ 
vered by the law to any unauthor­ 
ized person or in any unauthorized 
fashion. 
(Had sanctions of this type been 
on the statute books, sources went 
on, successful prosecution of Daniel 
Ellsberg, who admittedly leaked 
the Pentagon Papers, and his code­ 
fendant, Anthony Russo, today a 
m em b er of Fifth E state which 
identified the murdered CIA station 
chief, Richard Welsh, would have 
been a simple matter. 


Features 


Philip Agee, the CIA defector 
whose expose, “ CIA Diary,” was 
w ritten with the backing of the 
KGB, would similarly be punisha­ 
ble. ) 


Today’s proposals reflect drafts 
and studies going back at least 20 
years to prepare practicable legis­ 
lation balancing the right of press 
and public to be informed against 
the government's right to adminis­ 
trative privacy with regard (in this 
case) to the delicate secrets of for­ 
eign intelligence. 


Salient features of the law' Ford 
seeks are as follows: 
• • It would apply only to persons 
who have entered into fiduciary re­ 
lationship with the U.S. Govern­ 
ment. Neither media nor Congress 
would fall within its scope. 
• As a preliminary to prosecu­ 
tion, both the director of central 
intelligence and the attorney gen­ 
eral would have to certify that the 
inform ation breached had been 
properly designated as within the 
scope of the act. Prosecution could 
only be initiated on decision of the 
attorney general. 
• A somewhat technical but high­ 
ly important provision would leave to 
judges (not juries as in past cases) 
the determination, as a matter of 
law, whether or not the disclosure 
under prosecution had been pro­ 
perly classified or designated. What 


this means is that judges would 
hear, probably in chambers, secret 
evidence bearing on the disclosure, 
that need not be put on public 
record before a jury. From this 
testimony, it would be up to the 
judge to determine whether the act 
had been violated and prosecution 
could be sustained. 
A frequent past practical barrier 
to prosecutions under such laws as 
now exist has been that, to secure 
conviction, the government must 
expose related information which, 
practically speaking, only height­ 
ens the security breach. 
• When the government has rea­ 
son to believe that someone subject 
to the law is about to publish or 
otherwise breach the secrecy of in­ 
telligence methods or sources, the 
attorney general, on request of the 
director of central intelligence, may 
seek an injunction to restrain pub­ 
lication. 
• Although the CIA is known to 
have sought severe penalties akin to 
those for espionage, the W hite 
House is only proposing a m ax i­ 
mum of five years’ imprisonment 
and $5,000 fine for violation of the 
law. 
• Although it will almost c e r­ 


tainly be so interpreted and re­ 
ported, the proposed legislation is 
not a blanket official secrets act 
(like that in Britain, for example) 
covering all breaches of classified 
information. It is also in no way an 
official censorship proposal and 
does not convey any such authority 
on CIA. 
Today, existing statutes already 
contain some 40 prohibitions 
against disclosure of various types 
of privileged informatinon — grand 
jury proceedings, commodity data, 
census data, income-tax returns 
and many others. 


Category 


The Freedom of Information Act, 
for example, already exempts from 
disclosure secret communications 
intelligence, nuclear “ restricted 
data” and intelligence sources and 
methods. 


What P resident Ford (and the 
U.S. intelligence community) seek 
is to establish that last category — 
intelligence sources and methods — 
as a 41st category of punishable 
disclosure enforced by the sanctions 
of felony.

WASHINGTON - H ubert 
Humphrey hesitated briefly at 
the end, when his wife Muriel 
and three of their four children 
changed their minds and urged 
him to challenge Jimmy Carter 
for the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
But his doubts didn’t last for long. 
Thoro was no way he could jump 
into tho pit at tho last minute without 
dividing his party and hurting its 
chances of winning tho election in 
November. 
Even if he had won tho nomination, 
ho would almost certainly have infur­ 
iated Carter’s supporters and lost the 
South and the race against President 
Ford 
But there was more to his decision 
than that. 
Hts narrow defeat by Richard Nix­ 
on in tho presidential election of 
19(58 produced a genuine crisis in his 
life. 
For months he sank into a deep 
psychological depression, which he 
overcame only through the faith and 
loyalty of his family and of his stu­ 
dents at M acalester College in St. 
Paul, Minn. 
When he came hack to the Senate, 
he was threatened with cancer, and 
the chemical therapy treatments so 
disoriented his physical system that 
he could not retain either his balance 
or his natural optimism. 
Once recovered from this second 
crisis, he returned to the Senate say­ 
ing he was lucky to he alive and that, 
he insisted, was enough for him. 
Leadership 
There were, of course, other more 
practical political reasons for refus­ 
ing an active campaign. 
First, lie probably couldn’t have 
stopped Carter even if he had tried. 
Second, if he had won the nomina­ 
tion and lost the election, he would 
also have lost his seat in the Senate 
and his political career would have 
been over. 
Third, if he divided his party by 
challenging Carter, and failed to get 
the nomination, he would have hurt 
his chances of being elected to the 
majority leadership of the Senate, 
and this is the one prize he now seeks 
to cap his long and useful service to 
the nation. 
Humphrey did not come out for the 
nomination of Carter now because 
this would have seemed unfair to Sen. 
Henry Jackson, Rep. Morris Udall 
and the other Democrats still in the 
race. 
The chances are. however, that he 
will do so between the end of the pri­ 
maries in June and the opening of the 
Democratic nominating convention 
in July, for as he sees his role now, it 
is to avoid the divisions that cost him 
the election in 19(58 and help unify the 
party for the campaign against the 
Republicans in November. 
Battleground 
He is planning an active campaign 
not only for re-election to the Senate 
from Minnesota, hut also nationally 
on behalf of his party’s presidential 
nominee, and here he can play an 
effective role. 
For if Carter is nominated and can 
help bring the South back to the sup­ 
port of the national Democratic tick­ 
et, then the critical battlegrounds 
will be in the large industrial and 
electoral states of the North, where 
Humphrey has always been popular. 
His influence with the labor union 
leaders may also be valuable in re­ 
conciling them to a Carter candidacy. 
They are not happy with C arter 
now, since ho overwhelmed their op­ 
position in the Pennsylvania p ri­ 
mary, but they are even less happy 
with President Word, so the chances 
of a unified Democratic party are 
better now than at any time since the 
election of President Johnson in 1%4. 
No such unity would have been 
possible with Humphrey in the late 
primaries and the party elders con­ 
niving for his nomination in Madison 
Square Garden. 
Also, the tone of the cam paign 
would undoubtedly have declined 
For though he and his doctors in­ 
sist that there is no need for anxiety 
about this health, this would inevita­ 
bly have been an open or u n d e r­ 
ground issue. 
Ridiculous 
It is interesting that even Humph­ 
rey, in announcing his decision to 
stay out of the race, said that the last 
thing he needed was to get involved 
in a last-minute struggle without 
adequate organization or funds. 
” lt’s ridiculous,” he said, “ and one 
thing I don’t need in my stage of life 
is to be ridiculous.” 
Later, in private, he said that his 
only regret was that som e of his 
friends felt that he had let them 
down, “ but I’m out of the controversy 
now, and I have my pride and I hope I 
have the respect of my colleagues.”

inches long and with an eye 
in it There were three de­ 
licate little bird points that 
were either blue quart? or 
opal and three others Troy 
believes are jasper. 
The top 
p a rt of 
the 
disp lay had d a rt p o in ts, 
bird arrowheads and stone 
knives, all found in LaSalle 
and Webb counties. 
T h e re w ere so m an y 
other things — a knife and 
a scraper of petrified palm 


— m an y p e n d a n ts w ith 
holes in them so they could 
be worn as necklaces, in­ 
cluding an unusual one of 
sandstone with two holes in 
it — an unusual piece that 
might have been just a gig 
for fish but could have been 
a cerem o n ial piece — an 
elongated, diamond-shaped 
knife — and stone awls by 
the hundreds. 
And one of the most unu­ 
sual finds on the ranch was 
a stone the size and shape 
of an egg.

Late in the day we went 
out to one of the largest In­ 
dian cam p g ro u n d s on the 
ranch. 
Lonnie got out to open a 
gate. And reached down to 
pick up a beautiful arrow 
point. 
“ T h a t ’s

L a n g try 
p o in t,” T ro y said. “ T he 
L an g try poin ts g en erally 
date from 3000 to 2000 B.C." 
F r o m th e m o m e n t we 
stepped through the front 
door Bonnie and I knew we 
faced an u n u s u a l e x p e r ­ 
ience. 
Everywhere we looked in 
this e n tran ce room, there 
were Indian artifacts. 
M any w ere in d ram atic 
panels on the walls. A rro­

Troy s collection includes 
Indian relics from Oregon 
and northern California. 
The Crisps made two va­ 
cation trip s to the W est 
Coast. They were fascinat­ 
ed by Oregon and northern 
California. So in 1965, Troy 
sold his land-clearing busi­ 
ness and he and his family 
headed west. 
Troy will never forget the 
trip . In San A ntonio he 
bought a m obile home — 
“ so large I had to get an 
o ver-length, over-w idth 


tow ing p e rm it for every 
state we visited. 
“ I wanted to be able to 
settle down in any spot we 
found that we particularly 
liked.” he explained.

— possibly in connec­ 
tion with that person's 
burial rites. 


In the West Troy could go 
all-out on another angle of 
his Indian collection. This 
is collecting glass trad e 
beads. 
What Troy told us and an 
a rticle in A rizona H igh­ 
w ays opened up a new 
world for Bonnie and me. 
G lass beads w ere first 
made in Venice before the 
year HOO. F or cen tu ries 
Venice had a monopoly —- 
under a law that allowed 
them to jail perm anently 
the entire family of a glass 
maker who defected to an­ 
other country. 
When Columbus first set 
foot on the New World, he 
gave the Indians these 
Venetian glass beads. Most 
explorers 
followed the 
same plan. 
But the glass bead trade 
reached its clim ax when 
trappers and fur tra d e rs 
gave them to Indians for 
beaver pelts. A little string 
of glass beads would be 
traded for one — or even 
two — furs. 


They look like so­ 
m ething from an an­ 
cient pyramid. But they 
were found near the San 
Jacinto River in the 
Houston area. 


But they becam e so 
prized the indians who got 
them could trade them to 
other Indians at a profit. 
Navajos would trade almost 
p riceless tu rq u o ise for 
glass trade beads. 
In tim e there were m il­ 
lions of these beads over 
the West. Troy found many 
at old Indian campsites 
The C risps returned to 
South Texas in 1974.

Charges were dis­ 
missed Friday against 
one of the three men 
charged in connection 
with the 1974 triple 
slayings at Donegan’s 
Terrace Drug Store. 
However, G ilbert Lee 
Fordum remains in jail as 
a result of an aggravated 
robbery charge stemming 
from an incident which oc­ 
curred before the triple 
slayings. 
He is being held in jail in 
lieu of a $15,000 bond. 
The three capital murder 
charges were dismissed by 
187th Bist. Judge John 


Benavides. 
Fordum earlier testified 
he drove the escape car for 
Eddie Lee Robinson, 22, 
and Reginald Johnson, 20. 
During the robbery the 
owner and two employes of 
the drug store were shot 
and killed. 
Robinson and Johnson 
were subsequently convict­ 
ed on three counts of 
murder. Robinson was sen­ 
tenced to death in the 
electric chair. Johnson was 
given a life sentence. 
During the trials, F o r­ 
dum, 24, testified Robinson 
shot one of the store’s em­ 
ployes and Johnson shot the 
other two people.

Last year, we noticed it 
made sort of a berry-fruit similar to what a mulberry tree 
would produce. The berry-fruit started out green, turned 
pink, then deep red Anything you can tell us about this 
tree will be appreciated.

It was a great day for UTSA 
and trees 
Viv ian Hamlin had a busy 
day. Yesterday morning 
she led the “ Bicentennial 
Tree Week*’ awards mas­ 
tered by councilman Al 
Rohde. This event was par­ 
ticularly interesting. 
I 
didn’t realize there were so 
many large and interesting 


trees in Bexar County. 
Here are some examples: 
•A 50-foot avocado tree 
on the Alamo grounds that 
bears regularly. This is the 
famous Pancho planted in 
the 
1950s 
by 
Norman 
Maxwell of Weslaco, 
• A 30-foot tall Texas 
Ebony 
on 
the 
Alamo 
grounds. This is big for this 
scrub species native to the 
lower Rio Grande. 
•A live oak with a c ir­ 
cumference of 305 inches on 
the Scenic I/iop Road — a 
huisaehe with a branch 
spread of 170 feet — the 
Hobo pecan that was mea­ 
sured in 1970 with a cir- 
« umfercnce of 233 inches — 
a magnolia with a height of 
OO feet and a circumference 
of 95 inches — a water elm 
with a circumference of 260 
inches (I haven’t measured 
it yet.). That's a biggie! 


Several other very large

The newspapers quofed Irish friends of his as 
saying Kopecky intended bringing with him to the 
West secret information about Communis! activi­ 
ties. including details of gun running to the Irish 
Republican Army. 
Kopeoky died March 5 at his comWned home- 
offirv from what a Dublin doctor who attended him 
certified was a massive heart attack. His body was 
taken to Czechoslovakia five days later. 
A friend. Marie Keane, a 42-year-old Dublin 
secretary and tike Kopecky a divorcee, said. “ The 
doctor may lie satisfied about the death but I ani not, 
nor are some of Jerry's < Kopecky'st friends." 
The Sun report said Irish government members 
and officials are icing asked to report on recent 
conversations they m a x have had with Kopecky.

It can all be enjoyed by 
taking an overhead guided 
tour looking down on acres 
of moving tracked wagons 
of flowers and a recently 
added annex for house 
plants. Roses and carna­ 
tions are big numbers, but 
orchids and other exotic 
blooms can also be seen 
throughout the cavernous 
halls. 
Tour buses move in and 
out of A alsm eer’s huge 
parking area each weekday 
every month of the year. 
An enormous quantity of 
flowers and plants are 
bought by the Dutch them­ 
selves — and their love for 
flowers can be seen in 
street flower stalls, luxur­ 
ious town flower shops, 
open air flower markets, 
and in homes whose cur­ 
tains are invariably open 
to share with passersby 
their decorative arts usual­ 
ly enhanced by floral a r­ 
rangements. 
The most picturesque 
weekly city outdoor flower 
markets worth seeing are 


TULIPS, hyacinths and daffodils of H olland 
m ake lo v e ly springtim e sight 


located in Amersfoort, Am­ 
sterdam, Delft, Gronigen, 
Haarlem and Utrecht. 
April, August and Sep­ 
tember are floral parade 
months in Holland. The 
most popular are the Sas- 
senheim to Haarlem parade 
the 
fourth 
Saturday 
in 
April, and the round trip 
Aalsmeer to Amsterdam 
parade the first Saturday of 
September. 
Not surprisingly there 
are 
several 
outstanding 
botanical gardens in Hol­ 
land with Hortus Botanicus 
in Leiden aud the Haren 
Park near Gronigen consi­ 
dered the two best. 
There is perhaps no other 
country that has special 
road signs designating bulb 
flower routes and blossom 


routes. The bulb routes are 
in the West and North of 
The Netherlands; the blos­ 
som routes to the East and 
South. 
The most popular are the 
Cherry, Plum , Pear and 
Apple blossom routes in the 
Betime fruit orchards area 
in the Province of Gelder- 
land.

The “ by Isuzu” part of 
the name is important because 
it tells you that your Opel is not 
made in Germany, but in Ja­ 
pan. 
This is not to say that Opels are no 
longer made in Germany, they are, 
but the German Opel is no longer 
imported by Buick. The Japanese, 
or Isuzu, is what you’ll find in the 
Buick showroom. 
So who and what is I m i/ u? Isuzu is the 
oldest auto m ak er in Japan. The firm was 
startl'd back in 1916, and for the m ost part 
has built trucks In the early 1950s. Isuzu 
added passenger cars to its line. In 1971 
G eneral Motors obtained a 34.2 per cent 
interest in Isuzu. Now the Isuzu firm and 
the Opel it builds are international iii na­ 
ture.
